It taa« afforded an opportunity for 
talks with the president and state de- 
partment officials of tbe Russian af- 
fUn, both political and comnMrcial, 
•Bd tbe ImpMtlnt of much lajttrMtlng 
iaforaatloa wMeh could not be 
brooi^t by th« ebaonrii of oflelal re- 
port, 

Speaking to a repreaentatiT* of the 
press, Mr.P ierce said tha relations be- 
tween the Unitd States and Russia 

were never on a more cordial basis 
than at present and the friendship 
wbibh it tradUlonal between tbe two 
countries finds constant expression in 
Russia not only among officials but 
also ainonR the people of all classes. 

It is not too much to say that from 
the emperor down to tbe peasantry 
ttufcf ia a sincere friendship for us 
•ad a desire to become acquainted 
with American methods and to make 
use in Russia of the sliill and inge- 
nuity which has advanced this country 
with such great strides. For this rea- 
son there is a great opening; In Russia 
for American capital and for the in- 
troduction uf American machinery and 
methods of doing bosinees. 

It is an immense field far beyond 
anything realized by the people in this 
country. Russia is just entering an 
era of tremendous prosperity; a sort 
ct eommerelal and indoatilal awaken- 
ing. 

Here Is the new Held for American 
enterprise and capital, for, with our 
Pacific coast facilities, tbe Philippines 
and tbe trani-Siberian railroad route, 
thefe is ready accesi for oar goodi into 
the very beei-t of RuMia. 

During his ministry to Russia, Mr. 
Hitchcock's personality i^id splendid 
businesa ability did mne^ tp atimuiato 
our trade relations and tbe effect is 
widespread and continuous. There is 
special opportunity for investments in 
ateel or iron industries, cotton nfllls 
•ad tor tha nmnufaetttra of aiaeblnary 
•nd toola. 

Although Russia has protective tariff 
which is encouraging her own indus- 
tries, still sue wants many of our maa- 
nfactured goods, such as steel rails, as 
the home production ia far short of 
eufflcient to supply the present state of 
development.

rope to tbe Pacify aaf tl^siat to east- 
ern Eiurope. 

Tha load ta ao vail aloag that trains 
fca r«« oat of ifmow aibicb would

"I learn that a man in New York 
boaats that he baa a contract with me 
to write a iriay about Dreyfua. Anoth- 
er man talka of my making a lecture 
tour through the XTntted States. 

"I learn, too. that certain newspa- 
pers have recently published articles 
atgnad with my name and are aa- 
novndng that they will pvbliah othw 
articles by me. All anch atatemettta 
are absolutely impoaltions. I have 
never authorised theae statements nor 
the publication of theae articles. 
'"When 1 raiaed my voice for Drey- 
fus I merely desired to rally the de- 
fenders of justice, then busy elsewlu re, 
to draw attention to a crime tbe ac- 
complishing of which waa not to be 
tolerated. 

"I am glad I did It because the agi- 
tation probably saved an Innocent 
man; because it proved invaluable in 
educating the maaaea; beoaaae this re- 
vision marks tbe entrance of the moral 
Idea Into politics, where principle is 
constantly sacrificed to immediate ex- 
pediency and mutual toleration. Such 
a sacrifice. In tbe long run, ia ruinous 
to any nation. 

"I am glad I did it. Should occasion 
arise I should enter politics again. 
Now my ideas on these subjects are 
in the hands of better leadera of men 
than I am. These leaders are amply 
able to make the ideas to fructify in 
this beloved, grnerous France. 

"Having no doubt these ideas will 
bear fhiit in America, too, I oa^not see 
bOw any articles, lecturea, eapecially 
bow any bad melodramaa I could eon- 
tribute to the dlacuaaion would help 
the work. 

"Therefore, deapite what baa been 
aald, I have none but a literary am- 
bitloB. I now return to purely literary 
labor."

Frankfort, Ky., July 10.— Manches- 
ter, Clay county, famous by reason of 
the Baker-White feud, is to have tele- 
phone connection with tbe outside 
world.

Clay is one 
of the oldest of mountain eonntlea, but 
is completely cut off from civilization, 
not having a mile of railroad, tele- 
graph or even of ordinary turnpike.

Tbe Re- 
publican ooBvention for tbe nomination 
of a candidate tor QoteMor to make tbe 
race against floebcl was the subject of 
discussion, and with reference to what 
the ooteome may be Captain Hopkins 
•Bid; 

"Tbe Republican candidates are Tay- 
lor, Stone, Pratt, Belknap and Yerkes. 
Taylor in all probaliility will be tbe nom- 
inee, in which case he will be beaten jO,- 
000. If Yerkes should be the choice of 
tbe convention he would make it warm 
for Goebel from start to finish, but he 
will not be nominated.

The news discoiintinst the result of the 
forthcomin)!

Attorney-General Taylor, the avowed 
Henna candidate, will win in a walk in 
the coDTeotfon, as the racing fraternity 
of Kentucky would say. There are two 
Other candidates in the field, one of 
whom, Anditor Stone, baa the backing of 
Governor Bradley and the State machine. 
But the Uanna canuidate has left tbe 
Bradley candidate so far behind that 
Stone will not get a "plai*e," to again 
lapse into tbe dialect of the tnrf cult. 
We do not know why Mr. Taylor waa 
lucky enough to be picked to repeeaent 
tbe interests of the Hanna maehiae in a 
contest that is strictly local and of eX' 
tremely dubious reenlt. We oan be per' 
mitted to enrmlse, howerer, that Mr. 
Hqrlor*! particular otbcial connection for 
three yeara with the machinery of the 
State Oovernment of Keaitaeky has af- 
forded him an opportunity to show the 
syndicate politicians represented by 
Hanna that be "knoWa a hawk from a 
hernshaw" when it comes to dealing 
with corporations. But this is beside 
the main purpose. 

The sitaation in Kentucky is only an- 
other reminder of the significant fact 
that in every contest of importance with- 
in the party aince the Beptiblican nat- 
ional machine w*t ayndicated and per- 
fected under Hanna's magic touch the 
hand of Hanna not only has been thrust 
deep into the melee, bat also that the 
Hanna side has won.
